Bureaucracy Comes To Rest 
On College Professors’ Pay 


After an appeal for a raise in 
wages to bring California back to 
a respectable national standing, 
California professors and assist- 
ant professors have received a 
1.8% decrease as of January 29, 
because of a shortage of funds 
allocated caused by budgetary mis- 
calculations made by Chancellor 
Dumke in the last budget which 
were carried over into the present 
budget. When the error was dis- 
covered, the course of action was 
to cut the professors wages to 
make up for an administrative 
blunder. 

Dr. Leonard Kennedy, president 
of the California College and Uni- 
versity Faculty Association, sees 
the problem caused by the cut as 
definitely effecting SSC. First, the 
SSC professors and assistant pro- 
fessors moral will be fiurt by the 
cut. Classroom spirit will suffer 
effecting instructional quality. Sec- 
ondly, California State Colleges 
will no longer be able to compete 
for a high standard of instructors 
with other states, nor will they 
be able to attract enough new in- 
structors. In the long run, this 
would cause a lowering in the 
quality of instruction because of 
overcrowded classrooms due to 
the shortage. 

At the present, there are two 
bills in the Legislature, introduced 
by Assemblyman Robert Crown 
of Oakland and Senator Stephen 


P. Teale, one demands a return 
to the prior wage rates, the other 
demands an increase. 

The CCUFA made five sug- 
gestions to restore the California 
State College System to its proper 
rank among public higher educa- 
tion institutions in the state and 
nation; (1) All persons and groups 
concerned with maintaining quality 
in the State Colleges should sup- 
port the Trustees’ request for a 
minimum faculty increase of 15.8 
per cent. (2) Current salaries for 
academic personnel should be re- 
stored. (3) The Board of Trustees 
should cease acting arbitrarily as 
it did in the pay cut decision with- 
out consulting faculties and the 
Academic Senate. (4) Budgetary 
practices must be modified to pro- 
vide the Trustees greater autonomy 
in transfe:ring available funds 
from one budget item to another 
when the need exists, thus avoid- 
ing further demoralizing incidents. 
(5) A massive effort should be 
launched immediately to reverse a 
trend which is placing the State 
College in a ever-weaker com- 
petitive position for quality facul- 
ty members. 

The demoralizing effect of the 
cut and its impact on the SSC 
campus will be seen when the first 
checks the cut effects are is°ned 
in March. Only then can th 
actions and action of the proics- 
sors be observed.

Spring Growth 
Still Climbs 


Dr. Willys Folsom, associate 
dean of students, announced that 
Spring enrollment will be up 1,000 
(9,275 or 13 per cent) over Spring 
of last year (8,231). Folsom noted 
that 1965 is the third year in a 
row that enrollment has jumped 
1,000 students over the previous 
spring 

“Another trend we have no 
ticed is that spring enrollments 
are not dropping off from fall to 
spring semester as has been tra- 
ditional in most colleges,” Folsom 
said. “Spring enrollment this year 
will be within 25 of the number 
of students who registered for the 
fall semester.” 

Two reasons seem to be respon- 
sible. One is that the students are 
studying harder and staying in 
school in greater numbers. The 
second factor is that more students, 
particularly transfer students from 
junior college are seeking admis- 
sion at mid-year.

Landis 
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Hopes For 


Easy Registration 


We can never completely elimi- 
nate lines, says Registrar Dean 
Landis, so long as the individual 
student insists on making the de- 
cisions himself about closed classes. 

Landis, in discussing last month's 
experiment in Advance Registra- 
tion, emphasized that “We were 
under no illusions that we could 
eliminate lines.” Landis seemed 
hopeful, however, that “after the 
first time,” Advance Registration 
problems could be smoothed out, 
and the whole process made easier. 

The decision as to whether or 
not to continue the Advance Regis- 
tration program has not yet been 
reached, Landis pointed out. The 
decision will be made by the Regis- 
tration Procedures Committee after 
extensive evaluations both by 
faculty and students. One commit- 
tee, made up of a representative 
group of students, is being organiz- 
ed by Paul Sax, student body presi- 
dent, at Landis’ request. 

About 5,800 students, 94 per 
cent of the total estimate of re- 
turning students, completed Ad- 
vance Registration. The figures 
themselves express cne of the 
problems encountered, for approxi- 
mately 1,000 students more than 
estimated chose to take advantage 
of the program. The figures do not 
include those who took part in the 
process, but for some reason did 
not complete it 

Among the questions to be con- 
sidered by the various evaluation 
groups which will meet this se- 
mester is that of centralized versus 
decentralized registration. Both 
types have their drawbacks. 

Centralized registration, which 
would probably have to be held in 
the Gym, would have to be com-

pleted only during times when 
classes were not using the facilities, 
which would probably mean Satur- 
day. 

As of now, Landis said, an 
evaluation of the experiment is 
difficult. The ultimate success or 
failure of the process will be shown 
only in the ability to put together 
a reasonable program by the last 
student to register. This is difficult 
to determine at this time. 

Over 90 course hours of instruc- 
tion were added between Advance 
and Regular Registration, in re- 
sponse to the demonstrated needs 
of the students. “We are bending 
over backwards to make maximum 
use of facilities,” Landis said. “Our 
biggest limitation in opening new 
classes is the lack of facilities.” 

Advance Registration, Landis 
emphasized, is an effort to heip 
the student. “We are willing to do 
anything to try and have an ef- 
fective Registration.” 

Landis extended his “highest 
commendation and appreciation” 
to several groups on campus, in- 
cluding the division staffs, Business 
office, Data Processing department, 
the faculty, members of Panhel- 
lennic (who posted signs) and the 
State Hornet, for cooperation in 
explaining the process to the stu- 
dcnts. 

“Any one not cooperating could 
have fouled up the whole system,” 
he said. 

Late registration, the only pro- 
cess remaining, will be carried on 
within the Administration Build- 
ing. Additional class cards will be 
available in the Administration 
Building Foyer, by the Registrar's 
Information window on a _ self- 
service basis. 
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$3,000 Fellow 
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For Studies At Universities 


Fellowships to study at three 
different universities, each in the 
amount of $3,000, are being of- 
fered to students interested in a 
career in the government service. 

Students must have received 
their B.A. by June in order to 
qualify. The stipend is $2,500 and 
the remainder of the grant consists 
of fees and tuition at the three 
cooperating universities, Alabama, 
Kentucky, and Tennessee. 

Beginning this June, fellows will 
serve a three-months’ internship 
with a government agency in Ala- 
bama, Kentucky, or Tennessee 


such as the TVA, the Marshall 
Space Flight Center, or in a city 
or a department in one of the 
state governments. During the 
1965-66 academic year, they will 
take graduate courses in public 
administration at the Universities 
of Alabama, Kentucky, and Ten- 
nessee. 

Completion of the 12-months’ 
training period entitles the students 
to a certificate in public adminis- 
tration. They can be awarded a 
master’s degree at one of the three 
universities attended upon com- 
pleting a thesis and passing ap-

College Eligibility 
Has New Standards 


New eligibility requirements in 
the upcoming fall semester have 
been stiffened according to Chan 
cellor Glenn S. Dumke. The new 
standards are a combination of 
high school GPA and pre-admis- 
sion test scores. 


Under the new requirements, 
only the top 33% per cent of high 
school graduates will be eligible as 
opposed to the previous 40 per 
cent. 


All entering freshmen with a 
high school GPA between 2.0 (C) 
and 3.2 (B plus) will be rated 
according to the new scale to de 
termine their eligibility, all those 


with over a 3.2 are automatically 
qualified, all those below 2.0 are 
automatically disqualified. The 
higher your high school GPA, the 
lower the minimum score for ac- 
veptance on the SAT and ACT. 


The cligibility scale was de- 
veloped from a survey of aca- 
demic records of 16,000 students 
in the state's 1961 high school 
graduating class in order to de- 
termine a level of achievement 
whcih would identify the top 33% 
per cent.

For Great Society

Sax attended the 13th annual 
Presidential Prayer Breakfast on 
Feb. 4 in Washington, D.C 

In a letter from Senator Frank 
Carison (R-Kansas}, Sax was in 
vited to attend the breakfast with 
about 40 other student body presi- 
dents and to participate in semi- 
nars on moral and spiritual aware 
ness on the campus. According to 
Sax, the invitation was “a great 
honor to the college.” 

The breakfast was attended by 
about one-half of the members of 
Congress, many Cabinet members, 
100 outstanding business leaders, 
and the President and Vice Presi 
dent of the United States 

President Johnson and Army 
General Paul Johnson, Chairman 
of the Joint Chiefs of Staff, ad- 
dressed the gathering. Both leaders 
spoke on the need for Christian 
awareness in our everyday lives 
and how God played .n important 
part in their lives. 

Sax described the Breakfast as 
fascinating and stimulating” yet 
he felt that he gained more from 
the association and conversation 
with other Student Body Presi- 
dents rather than the seminars. “I 
have returned with numerous new 
ideas and concepts which may be 


applied to this campus,” he said. 

Sax continued to say “along 
with many other presidents I was 
disillusioned, disappointed, and dis- 
gusted with the seminars. We felt 
that somehow we had been be 
trayed because we were informed 
that we were to discuss moral and 
spiritual awareness, and then we 
were force-fed hours of Christian 
propaganda. 

“We wanted to get at the heart 
of the problem, and in order to do 
so we needed a common meeting 
ground. Christianity was not that 
meeting ground, for among us 
there were representatives of many 
non-Christian faiths.

I 
admire the wisdom and action of 
the United States when it cut its 
aid to Egypt. It was one month 
ago that the American government 
refused to send wheat to Egypt 
when it found out the dirty policy 
of Nasser. 


Now he learns, and will learn 
that he must not and cannot play 
with big stakes when he is playing 
with skillful players. He will learn 
if we continue to be indifferent 
and unimpressed by his actions, 
because it is only by achieving 
public notice that he continues to 
think of himself as a big shot. 


We do not need to propagandize 
against him. We do not need to 
publicize his murders and corrup- 
tion. He has already shown his 
real face to the people of the 
worid. 


The birth and growth of anti- 
Nasserism in Iran, America, Asia, 
Africa, and even in the Arabian 
countries will make him under- 
stand that his star will not keep 
on shining. For the improvement 
of world tension; Russia and China 
must stop their aid as America 
did in late 1964. Nasser, then, 
cannot assure himself of using 
American food and dollars, Rus- 
sian missiles and Chinese arms 
and support. They must and will 
stop their aid, and sooner or later 
they will throw him away like a 
“Sucked Lemon,” or a “Broken 
Toy,” when he is no use to them. 


The United Nations must in- 
crease ® action against the in- 
fluence of Nasser and Nasserism. 
It must send more peace troops 
to the countries which are under 
the pressure of Nasser. Most im- 
portant of all, the United States 
aid must be cut not only this year, 
or next year, but as long as Nasser 


rules Egypt. 


When the results of diseases and 
hardships of hunger and poverty 
spread out in Egypt and the sub- 
jugated countries, the dreamer, the 
ambitious, and Fascist Nasser will 
have a destiny no better than 
Hitler.

Despite an offset height disad 
vantage, the Varsity Hornets will 
take to the floor tonight and tangle 
with the Wildcats of Chico State, 
tipoff time is scheduled for 8 p.m 
and will follow the Frosh game 
versus the Chico Wildkittens at 
6 p.m 

The Hornets have not faired too 
well in league action thus far, due 
largely to a lack of height on the 
starting five. It's one of those con 
ditions where you've got to go 
with what you have and that is 
coach Ev Shelton’s dilema, we 
can't blarne him for not having the 
height or his players for not pos- 
sessing more height, it’s just that 
the other guys (in this case the 
opposing schools) have got what 
we don't have and they are using 
it to our disadvantage (of course 


it is to their distinct advantage). 

But the Hornets have one thing 
going for them and that is a fired 
up team that can run another club 
to death, coupled with a strong 
shooting percentage .375 which is 
good enough for third in Far 
Western Conference league action. 
Sacramento State also has the top 
scorer in the league in Lynn Livie 
averaging 30.6 in league play (‘or 
five games) and 25.5 for overall 
action (this included 19 games 
thus far).

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Review of Hornet Basketball

Success seemed imminent when 
the Hornets finished the practice 
game schedule with eight victories 
in 14 games, and scered at an 80 
point per-game clip. But then the 
conference season opened. 


A poor offensive showing led to 
a Hornet downfali 63-52 to the 
Cal Aggies. Shortly before the 
semester break, the Hornets travel- 
ed to Chico and edged the Wildcats 
93-88 in one of the finest offensive 
battles in the conference. Neither 
team could build up a respectable 
lead, but the green and gold pre- 
vailed when reserves John Powell 
and Dennis Allen tucked in five 
of the club's last six points in the 
late going. Guard Lynn Livie, with 
22 points in the first half, finished 
the game with 34, his season high 
at that time 


After a two-week layoff, SSC 
lost their second game in a stun- 
ning upset at the hands of Cal 
State of Hayward 66-61. The Pio- 
neers had won only one game in 
13 outings, but rode a 27 point 
performance by Howie Foster over 
Livie’s 24. The Hornet playmaker 
had netted 17 by halftime, but a 
defensive clamp applied by Pio- 
neer Roy Sipp held him to seven 
in the second frame 

On the next night at home, the 
Hornets met a red-hot San Fran- 
cisco State five that shot the losers 
right out of their own gym. Scoring 
on 55 percent from the floor, the 
Gators put home 109 points to 
85 for the Hornets. Livie led the 
Hornets with 27, giving him 111 
tallies in the four games for a 
27.8 average. This showing helped 


strengthen the Gators chances for 
a league championship

Nevada Tips Hornets, 
Livie Scores 42 Points

Far Western Conference leader 
Nevada crushed the Hornets 101- 
/1 Saturday night, although SSC 
guard Lynn Livie scored a season 
high 42 points. 

Losing their third game in little 
more than a week, the Hornets 
shot only 39 per cent compared to 
53 per cent by the Wolfpack. Livie 
dominated the Hornet shooting ex- 
hibition, canning 18 of 32 field 
goal attempts for 56 per cent. He 
added six free throws for 42 points, 
ballooning his league-leading scor- 
ing average to 30.6 points a game. 

The remainder of the SSC squad 
could not contribute enough to the 
Hornet cause. Head mentor Ev 
Shelton, though disturbed over the 
Hornet loss, was pleased with the 
performance of his junior back- 
court ace. And well he should be. 
Livie has scored 485 points in 19 
games for a 25.5 average, second 
best on the West Coast among 
small college cage stars. 

In the past, SSC has been noted 
for its defense. In the five league 
games this year, the Hornets have 


allowed nearly 85 points a game. 


With better shooters on this year’s 
squad, Shelton has had his boys 
running and shooting more. Thi 
type of maneuvering offers the oy- 
ponents more chance to score. 

However, the Hornets, scoring 
nearly 70 points each outing, nave 
picked up their offense well enough 
to put on an exciting perfor:nance, 
win or lose. 


Now 1-4 in the conference, the 
Capitol City netters will ost Chico 
State tonight and Humboldt State 
Saturday night. 


In Reno, last week, the Hornets 
allowed their opponents to reach 
the century mark for the fourth 
time this year when they bowed 
to the Wolfpack 101-71. Earlier, 
SSC was beaten 108-88 by the St. 
Marys Gaels and 100-78 by Ne- 
vada Southern, both in road 
games. Against the Nevadans, Li- 
vie scored his career high when 
18 of 32 field goal attempts and 
six free throws fell through the 
hoop for 42 points. 

After the five league games, the 
six-foot guard had meshed 153 
points for a 30.6 average, far and 
away the best in the Far Western 
Conference. Forward Jim Thomas, 
who during the preseason 14 games 
was hitting at better than 15 points 
a contest, has been held down 
during the league games to a high 
of 14 points. This lack of scoring 
balance poses as the major factor 
in SSC’s failure to win. With Dick 
Palmer the tallest man on the 
squad at 6-5, the rebounding has 
suffered also 

Preparing to enter the second 
half of the 1965 season, the Hor- 
nets boast only two players in 
double figures, the aforementioned 
Thomas and Livie. Forward Al 
Smith is close behind with a 9.0 
average 

Among the conference leaders 
are Livie, eighth in field goal per- 
centage with 484, Paul Rviz sec- 
ond in the same department with 
750, Palmer, sixth in rebounding 
with a 10.2 average, and the Hor- 
field goal percentage ard third in 
nets as a team ranked third in 
free throw percentage. In tonight's 
contest, the Hornets will face a 
Chico State quintet that nets near- 
ly 50 percent of its floor shots; the 
Hornets hit 38 percent.
